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The utmost care is taken to procure authentic information from | 


all the mining districts of British Columbia, iand every exertion } 


made to obtain reliable statistics respecting the country generally. 
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It is. well if we always learn wisdom by expe- 
‘rience, and to turn every incident to some prac” 


tical account for future use should ever be our 


aim. ‘Such a dry season as that throogh which 
we have just passed—a fiery furnace—is, hap- 
pily, of rare oceurrence in this country ; and, 
consequently, we may not be again exposed to so. 
much danger from fire for many years to come, 
But with ordinary weather we have, and will 
have for some years yet, annnal fires which will 
do mischief in the ratio in which we are unpre- 
pared for them. It will be proper, therefore, in 


_ constructing roads, bridges and suburban build- 


ings to reckon upon these conflagrations and 
govern ourselyes-accordingly. . With respect to 
roads made through the forest it has been more 
than.once pointed out in these columns that the 
timber should be cut down the entire width of 
the road. allowance—100 feet—so ag to prevent 
stoppage from the falling of trees as well as to 
expose the road to the free action of sun and 
wind. To constrict a narrow roadway ‘through 
such dense forest as we have here, with lofty | 
treés on-either. side meeting overhead and form- 
ing a green canopy which effectually excludes 
the rays of the sun, will never give a good, dry 
road ; and it will, in the course of a few years, 
lavilivg & greater expense to-clear it of» falling 
tiniber and otherwise keep it in indifferent repair 
than it would cost to open it up properly in the 
first instance. Look at the roads leading from 
this city just now. . The timber brought down 
by the recent fire has completely blocked oes, 
up. And this ocenrs every year, althongh sel- 
dom to the extent it bas this season. Our judg- 
ment is that, for all such roads, it is better and 
cheaper, ultimately, to have the timber cut down 


* the width of the road allowance, which ought 


never to He less than 100 feet, and then have a 
roadway, such as circumstances would seem to 
justify, constrocted in the centre, which. could be 
widened and Otherwise improved at néed. In 
this way we shall have good and constantly im- 


proving roads, which will not be liable to ob-| 


struction every wind that blows. The same rea- 
soning will apply to the bridges upon our coun- 
try roads. 

In connection with the serious loss from fire 
which has recently occurred in the suburbs of 
this city we wish to draw the attention of Gov- 
ernméht to the importance of haying all the pub- 
lic reservesicleared as soon.as possible. The 
Municipal. Council have accomplished very much 
in having the large suburban range which was 
brought within the city limits Ist year cleared, 
at least so far as chopping down the timber is 
concerned. 
cut down has been consumed by the late fire. 
But there is a public reservation of considerable 
extent lying between Park Lane and the Camp, 
upon*which the timber is still standing, and 
which will some time or other originate a “big 
fire’ which may do much damage both east and 
west. The longer that timber is permitted_ to 
remain the mote damage it is likely to do as-im- 


either side of it. It is very discouraging for set- 
tlers, after undergoing the toil and expense of 
clearing their lots and building upon them, to be 
constantly liable to have all their improvements 
destroyed, simply because inflammable matter is 
allowed to remain upon contiguous squares or 
other public grounds. While upon this subject 
we would again allude to the disgraceful condi- 
tion of certain squares &¢. within’ the original 
town site. Although Alice and Louisa Gardens 
are under contract. to be sleared—though not 
done throngh the Municipal Couucil, which is 
undoubtedly the proper medium for all such 
wark—yet, thereare other squares and gardens 


in more popatous portions of the eity which are 
still covered with timber, liable any day to orig- 
inate a fire which might do mach damage. Altho 
favored officials—under the old regime, during 
whieh the contracts alluded to were let—may 
not happen to reside upon these squares, yet the 
property of other rate-payers is just as valuable 
and as much entitled to consideration as is that 
of the parties residing upon Alice and Louisa 
Gardens. We'hope that the Government will, in 
conjunction with the Municipal Council, adopt 
immediate measures for cleari off all public 
ground within the city limits, as well as have the 
timber upon the reserve between the city and 

Camp cut down ; and we also trast no_ time 
Will be lost in removitig existing obstructions 
from coulitry rouds leading to this city,

“VICTORIA AND OUR-+COAST TRADE. 
a 





The recent change in the Customs regulations 
of this'Culony, to which allusion has beea made 
in these columns, appears to have got up quite 
a furor—a tempest in a tea-pot—amongst the 
smull-vessel-owneérs and smugglers of Victoria. 
The papers tell us that a.“ remonstrance” to 
Govétnor Seymour was in course of signature, 
and the British Colonist deems the subject of 
sufficient importance to claim a'leader. The po- 
sition taken and the arguments used, although 
somewliat whayey aud partaking largely of the 
special, pleading element, may pass with the cur- 
sory reader when viewgd solely from a Victoria 
stand-poin ty, ‘And here would appear to be the 
cardinal mistake. So aceustomed have the peo- 
ple of Victoria becvuine, under the old, one-hotse 
system of Government, to fancy themselves Brit- 
ish Columbia, and to imagine that British Colum- 
bian legislation should have a single eye to their 
aggrandisemént that they find it almost impos- 
sible now to realize the change which has actu- 
ally come.o’er the spirit of their dreams. Heuce, 
when our Legislature enacts a law which is not 


' calenlatedto. promote their peculiar, selfish,

gréedy views shey, forseoth, must protesiagainst | 


it! But when we come to view pill this from the 
true stand-point—from Britisti Colambia—how 
superlatively absurd the conduct of thésd strange 
and infatuated peaple must appear..

jury tossnch trade, arrangenients must, therefore,

by making this port the rendezvous of all coast 
shipping. “If these “small vessels” find it incon- 
venient t6 comehére to clear with their Victoria 
eargoes, let them receive their cargoes here ; 
and if Victoria traders must retain the coast trade 
let them also come here tw doit. To try to.get 
up an alarm by prating about the sacrifice of the 
trade and afl that sort of thing is the merest 
bunkun. Tf the trade ¢annot be done frvin Vic: 
toria diteét ander the proper law now in forte, 
depend upot ititéis not the‘trade whichis going 
to suffer, bat only Victoria ; because it is clear 
enougl that if it-cannot be dotie fron one point 
it will be done from another, and.if one set of 
traders won't doitanother will. We shall doubt- 
less be tauntingly reminded here of. onr_destitu- 
tion both in shipping and in merchants who are 
prepared) to undertake the trade.. But how are 
we to supply the deficiency? Is it by legislating 
to prevent either shipping or shippers from set- 
tling here? Is it by framing our laws with a 
View to drive all our trade, both coast and inte- 
rior, to and-through Victoria? Certainly not. 
That policy has had a six years’ trial and we are 
going On a new tack now. A break most be 
-made sooner orelater, and the sooner.the better, 
although it ‘should az first cause a little inconven- 
ience, and interfere with the nice little commer- 


cial arrangements of some, It is surely better 


that. afew traders in Vancouver Island shoald 
have to Submit to a teujporary inconvenience than

| possible to suppress that illicit trade. But if all 





| vessels engaged in the coast trade were obliged 
| to clear and pay duty here the seat of the trade 
| would be speedily transferred to this place, and 
it would be completely under the supervision of 
| our efficient Collector, who would effectually sup- 
| press a traffic which is most demoralizing ‘and 
fatal to the Indian tribes inhabiting the seaboard.

What our Nanaimo friends think of our 
River and Capital. 


We clip the following from the British Colon- 





Nanaimo correspondent :—“ All were delighted 
with the general appearance. of the country. 
The scenery on both sides of the river was charm- 
ing—se said the ladies—and the beautiful louk- 
ing valleys and plains which were often obser- 
ved Were quite picturesque in their serene order. 
For the raising of stock, these spots, I should 
think, could not be surpassed ; they seemed to 
be covered with an abundance of nutritions gras- 
ses, very much resembling the delta of Nanaimo 
river, only of course on a larger scale. We 
were nearing New Westminster, when on lovk- 
ing upwards and in the distance the towering 
snow clad summits of the mountains were in 
fall view, penetrating the fleecy clouds that play 
sv fantastically around their dizzy peaks.' While 
thus looking about, some one descried the “ City 
of Stamps,” a full view of which we .svon after 
had ; and on approaching the wharf we were 
greeted with three hearty cheers from the ‘as- 
semblage of citizens, to which we rather feebly 
and hoarsely responded. We were very agree- 
ably surprised at finiting the location of the city 
80 very good, and to see euch convenient and 
commodieus wharves erected at a place so dis- 
paragiugly spoken of by our Island friends ; anc 
asa refuge for shipping we thought it would 


‘ match with harbors in good repute. elsewhere, 


Going aloug Colambia street, one coald not help 
admiring the many neat and tasty dwelling houses 
bordering thereon, to most of which prettily laid 
out ens were attached. We were amazed 
at the prodigions bulk and circumference of 
‘some of the stumps of cedar trees in particulur. 
What a contrast to the puny poles that stand 
amidst our, in this respect, less favored elimes | 
At length we reached the ‘‘show,” and were 
galnted by the polite editor of the British _Col- 
umbian, who enquired if we were from Nanaimo, 
and on being answered in the affirmative, kindly 
directed us to the table loaded with eatebles aud 
drinkables «f a delicious class. The sports 
gving on at this time were of ‘a lively and varied 
character, such as horse-racing, foot-racing, jump- 
ing in a sack, climbing the greasy pole, &c. 
The disaimilitude between the tranquility which 
usually prevails at Nanaimo and the lively scene 
reacnted at New Westminster, was very strik- 
Be to ns; though we did not suppose that New 
.. Weatiuinster often, if ever before, presented -a 
‘simifar aspect. Wending our way back to the 
steamer, the town site was more narrowly observ- 
ed, and in our opinion was. pronounced to ‘be 
excellent. The ascent from the river is rather 
steep but gradual, rendering the important ob- 
ject of ah easy matter. We were told 
that above and tothe rear of the town. there is 
an extensive plateau from which a capital view 
of the surrounding country may bé obtained. 
The site of New Westminster must have been 
densely covered with huge trees, requiring her- 
culean will and persevering energy to clear away. 
In different directions the eye rests apon mounds 
of earth or large bluffs of rock, which give one 
the idea of having been gently uplifted by some 
gubterraneous volcanic action. These little -hil- 
pea lend @ charming and variegated beanty to 
landscape. Leaving New Westminster at 
three & m,, we reached Nanaimo just before 
. nine-o'cleck, having made the return trip in six 
hours.” |
